aot: T.me, a Bill depending 
in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, for preventing of 
Frauds commitred by 
Bankrupts, and other 
good Purpofes, I obferve 
the Advocates for Infol- 
vent Debtors are very in- 
duftrious, both in Con- 
verfation and by Writing, to reprefene the com- 
mon Methods ufed againft fuch as very crucl, 
and much exceeding the Hardfhips they fuffec in 
other Countries. I will noc affert, that what is 
publifhed with this Defign, has been wrote by 
Perfons who are now Bankrupts, or intend to 
become fuch the firft convenient Opportunity, when 
a Law is made te their Minds; but I am well 
fatisfied, that if an A& fhould pafs fo favourable 
to Bankrupts, as thefe Men feem to defire, it 
would be a great Encouragement to the Prattice 
of Roguery, which is already but too frequent 
amongft us. 
It thofe who want Compafflion for the Unfor- 
runate are ill Men, fuch who plead for Laws in 
favour of all who call chemfelves *fo, withour 
proper and neceflary DiftinGions, are very weak 
or very wicked. In order thesetore to form the 
better Judgment, whar Meafures fhould be taken, 
and what Degree of Compiflion exiended to 
thofe call'd snfortunate Perfons, we fhould exa- 
mint if many of them do not deferve other Epi- 
thets, and whether Some wholefome Severities might 
not be of great Service to Traders in general, and 
particularly to thofe in moft Danger or moft in- 
clined to become Bankrupts. 
In order to do this impartially, ler us take a 
View what fort of Men they generally are, who 
become Bankrupt. Amongft thefe, how many ho- 
neft, careful, prudent, induftrious, frugal Per- 
fons do we fee? Idon’t deny, but there may be 
afew fuch, who are reduced by unavoidable Lof- 
fes; but of thac very {mall Number, moft of them 
become Infolvent by the Iniquity of others, fuch as 
conftitute the Balk of Bankrupis: I meas thofe 
who over-trade themfelves, and by endeavouring 
to gain Riches, rather haftily than fecurely, ex- 
pofe their own Subftance, and that of others, to 
unreafonable and difhoneft Hazards; fuch who 
fpend in Luxury and Extravagancy ‘more than 
their Profits or Income; are given to Gaming, or 
the infamous and deftru&ive Pra€tice of Stock- 
Jobbing, which is indeed the wortt kind of Ga 
ming ; or lafily, thofe who ufe all their Art to 
gain Credit, with a Defign to cheat thofe who 
uuft them. 
Since it is evident that far the greater Number 
of Bankrupts become fo by fome of thefe Methods, 
how neceflary is it co diftinguifh betwixt Men 
who are really unable to pay their Debts, and have 
been, by unavoidable Lofles, reduced to thofe Cir- 
cumftances, and fuch who defign a Fraud, or 
have brought themfelves to Poverty by Extrava- 
gancy, ill Management, or no Management at 
all? For this purpofe all infolvent Perfons 
fhould be obliged to produce their Books, and 
thereby fatisfie the Sufferers they are unable to 
pay them, and by what Means they are rendred 
fo; if they can’c do this, ic ought co be taken for 
granted they have deftroyed their Books, to con- 
ceal ill Management or Roguery from their Cre- 
ditors, and they ought undoubiedly to be feverely 
punifh'd. 
_ The moft plaufible Argument I have met with 
againft afing Severity to Bankrupts is, that many, 
through Fear of that, may, when they find them- 
felves infolvent, carry their Effeéts into Foreign 
Countries, to the Lofs both of their Creditors and 
the Nation, Indeed I think no Nation fhould 
prote& Rogues of any fort , for the Caufe of gu 

fice and Honefty is the Caufe of Mankind But if 
fome fhould get away, and find Refuge in Fo- 
reign Countries, is Exile no Punifhment? Is it 
agreeable for a Man, who pe:haps underftandsno

Language but his own, and is too old to Jearn 
any other, to live amongft thofe he can’t converfe 
with; leave his Relations and Fricuds, and never 
return to his native Country? Eut Iam fo far 
fiom thinking Severity would occafion many In- 
folvent Perfons to quit their Country, that I be- 
lieve it the only Method to prevent any becoming 
fo, but by unavoidable Loffes; and fuch oughe 
always to be treated with the utmoft Humanity, 

Another popular Reafon againit pumfhing 
Debtors, by imprifoning their Pesfons, is, that fo | 
many Hands ase thereby loft to theic Families, 
and the Publick. Let ic be confidered, that if 
thefe were Merchants or Tradeis, and not Manu- 
fa&urers or Handicrafts- men, perhaps they maine 
tain’d their Families at the Expence of othets, 
and did no more Good to the Publick out of 
Prifon, than in it: but I confefs, thar naintain 
ing Debtors, or any others, idly in Prifon, for a 
confiderable Time, is a very bad Praktice. When 
it is thought neceflary to continue Criminals io 
Prifon after they are convitted, they thould be 
obliged to work at fuch Employments, by which 
they may be made ufeful to the Publick, aod fo 
laborious as may be a fevere Vunifhment to them. 
And if fach Debtors likewife, as thall be found! 
guilty of endeavouring to defraud their Credi-| 
tors, by concealing theis Effects, or ocherwife, and 
who were, by the A& againft Bankrupts lately 
expired, liable co be hang'd, weve, inficad theres} 
of, chain’d betwixt a Highwayman and a Pick. 
pocket, with Infcriptions on each figoifying their 
Crimes, and made every Day co {weep and clean 
the Streets, particularly near the Royal-Exckange, 
to be fed with Sread and Water, aod thus em- 
ployed for feven Years, I can’ but think it would 
foon pur an end to fuch vile Praétices. 

If fome Punifimencs lefs fevere, or of fhorter 
Duration, were inflided on fuch who lofe their 
Creditors Money by Gaming or Stock-jobbing, or 
fpend it in Luxury and Extravagancy, it might 
tend very much to prevent thofe Enorm ties, and 
the grievous Calamities occafioned by them. 
But if the Legitlarure fhould nor think fir to ap- 
point particular Punifhments for Offenders of 
this Kind, it is in the Power of honeft Men, by 
neither trufting nor converfing with them, very 
much to difcountenance and leffean the Number of 
Perfons fo injurious to Trade and Society. 

The Praét:ces fo common amongtt Traders, not 
only to accept Credit when they know they fhal! 
not be able to difcharge the Debt, bur to ufe all 
their Art and Cunning to obtain it, are nor treated 
with that Severity nor Contempt they deferve. If 
fuch a one happens to be of an entertaining Con- 
verfation, he fhall be called a very bome# Fedow, 
and received into the beft Companies, tho’ it is 
certain he is a very great Rogue, and it ought to 
be reckon'd fcandalous to converfe with him. 

Mens trading beyond their Stocks and Abili- 
ties, often runs them into great Difficulties, and 
confiderably increafes the Number of Bankrupts ; 
when fuch as are Rich practice this, it fhews an 
infatiable Defire of Gain, but rarely anfwers cheit 
Expe€tation, and that for feveral plain Reafons. 
A Merchant or Tradefinan, who buys on Credit 
muft give more for his Goods, tho" he pays 





pun&tually at the Time agreed for, than if he 
bought for ready Money ; this on many Com- 
modities is Ten per Cent. but if he is known to be 
dilatory, the Difference is ftill confiderably more. 
Befides this Difadvamtage, a Man, over de- 
firous of extending his Trade, will be very 
spt to fend too much of his Effeéts into 
Foreign Countries ; from whence many know, 
by fad Experience, how difficult it is to get Re» 
turns ; and alfo give large Credit without pro- 
per Caution. This latter is many times a great 
Injury both to Debtors and Creditors ; for when 
People have a large Credit, they are very apt to 
look upon what they are in Poffeflion of as their 
own, and encreafe their Expeoces accordingly. 
For chefe Reafons, and many more, which might 
be given, even wealthy Men feldom add to their 
Eftates by trading beyond their Stocks. Some 
indeed pretend they trade fo largely to employ a 





great Number of People, and more for the Pub 


lick Benefit than theirown. I deny not but Price 
ms3y co.operate with Avarice in many of thefe ; 
buc that Men trade beyond theie Abilites, and 
pay thofe they employ or deal wich very ill, foe 
the Good of thea and the Publick, I fhall as 
foon believe, as that a Beau diefles in Lace, 
Fringe and Embsoidery, but pays tor neithe:, (as 
is often the Cafe) nor co ornament his dear Per- 
fon, but to employ poor Manufacturers and en- 
courage Teade: Cu that Ufucers, o¢ a Ufwrivns 
Corporation, lend Money at extortionate Ioterett or 
extravagaot Premiums, is Charity to necdy and 
diftrefled People, and not from a covetous and 
rapacious Delise of Gain. 

If trading beyond their Stocks is prejudicial to 
tich Men, it’s much more fo to thofe who 
have liule of their own, A Man of a large 
Eftate may fuftain many Loffes, without be- 
ing difabled from paying his Debrs ; but this is 
not the Cafe of him who trades on ovhers Foune 
dations. It ought co be a Maxim with all Tra. 
deis, that thofe who deal principally on Credit, 
fhould not give large Credit to others, nor ven- 
ture much beyond Sea, but live frugally, and 
content themfelves with a Retail or Ready Mo« 
ney Bufinefs, till they have pained a Srock fuf- 
ficient for a more extended Trade. Yer how 
frequently is the very Revesfe of this pra@ifed ? 
Men with no other Stock, bur a great deal of 
Impudence, make grand Appearance,, and launch 
into Foreign Commerce : This foon reduces them 
to Streights and Difficulties, and generally ends 
in the Ruin of themfelves and many orhers, 

The Complaints we every Day hear of fo many 
Shops fhut up, fo many Houfes ro lett, even in 
the moft frequented Streets, and the great Decay 
of Trade, and the Clamours that ete heseupon 
rais'd againft the Minifry, put me in mind of a 
Gentleman who is troubled with a Dropfy, and 
a Complication of other Dittempers, which oce 
cafions him to find Fault with his Conftiturion, 
tho’ naturally a very good one, blame his Phyl. 
cians, and often change them, bur goes on to 
drink his chree Bottles a Day, without fcemir g 
once to think what is the real Caufe of his Di- 
ftempers : As this Genrleinan’s Cure, if it is ever 
effected, muit proceed chicfly from Temperance ; 
fo mutt thete Evils complained of, be principally 
remedied by Frugality. NeverthelefS, I am far 
from thinking that Treaties wich Foreign Nae 
tions, or Laws at home aiay nor be made, greats 
ly to promote and extend our Commerce. 

Ic is almoft impollible to write on the Subje& 
of Bankruptcy, without calling to mind the un. 
happy Affair of the late Bankers sHoodevards, 
whofe Infolvency has perhaps brought greater 
Calamities on the Merchants and Traders of this 
City, than any Accident that has happen’d in 
our Times, except the fatal Cataflrophe in the 
Year 1720. 

The Genzlemen who are chofen Affignees of 
the Bankrupts Efic&s, will undoubredly have ig 
in their Power to mitigate the Hardthips many 
labour under for want of the Cath depofited in 
thofe Banke:s Hands, by making a Dividend ag 
foon as the Law will permit, and they have rai. 
fed Money fufliciene for that Purpofe. In the 
mean time, it would be of great Service, when a 
Calculation can be made, to acquaint the Credie 
tors what they may reafonably expe&t for their 
Debts, that none may be induced to fell their 
Intereft for lefs than the Value, nor purchafe thar 
of others for more than it is worth, and fo hee 
come a Prey to thofe who go about /eeking exhom 
they may devour. This Affittance and Satisfaction 
the Creditors expect, and have a Right to demand 
from thofe they have intrufted, and in whole 
Power it is to afford it them. 

Should any be fo vile to give out Reports that 
there will be near enough to pay the Creditors, 
when they know or believe the cont:ary,in order to 
fell their Debts at a high Price ; or reprefent the 
Bankrupts Affairs worfe than they know them to 
be, to purchafe the Debts of others for lefs than 
the Value; or fhould any keep the Money in their 
Hands, when there is fufficient to make a hande 
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fs left for them. Such Perfons would be no bet- 
ter than Rogues, who ftrip Men when they have 
been fhipwreck’d, of plunder thofe who have 
been burnt out, of the litcle left them hy the 
Flames, But better Actions are hoped for and 
expeéted from the Perfons concerned in the Ma- 
nagement of this Affair; = worthy of Tra- 
ders, Merchants end Men of Honour.

Rome, April 21.

Vienna, April 28. The new Revolt at Conftan- 
tinople, and :he Grand Seignior's Flight to Adria- 
nople, are confirm'd. 

Paris, May 4. We do not ye know the Refo- 
lution of the Court of Spain. 

Paris, May12 The grhin the Afterncon, the 
King went from the Caftle of Marli to the Plain 
des Sablons, where his Majefty reviewed the Regi- 
ments of French and Swifs Guards, which after 
having performed their Exe:cife, filed off before 
the King. The Queen was at this Review, and 
her Majefty afterwards took an Airing in the 
Courfe.
